Number and Orders or the Stars. 

If we raise our eyes to the heavens 
a a clear moonless night, we shall se* 
myriads of twinkling stars tliickly stud- 
ding the sky. It seems impossible to 
count them, but such is not the case. It 
is found that the total number of stars 
the celestial sphere, visible to the 
erage naked eye, is about live thous- 
id, the number varying according to 
the perfection and training of the eye 
and the condition of the atmosphere. 
When the sky is cloudless, and tht 
r free from moisture and unstirred by 
Sie slightest breeze, several hundreds 
more may be seen, swelling the number 
to nearly six thousand. As only one- 
half of the stars are above the horizon at 
time, it follows that the number to be 
>en at once varies from twenty-five 
hundred to three thousand. 

The stars visible to the naked eye bear 
no comparison to those brought to view 
in tiie telescope. No less than twenty 
million stars were visible in Herschel's 
twenty- foot telescope. The great tel- 
escopes of modern times show a much 
larger number, and though no reliable 
estimate has yet been made, tbe num- 
ber will probably reach fifty millions. 

The difference* in the size and bright- 
ness of the stars is no less striking than 
their number. At a very early age in 
the history of astronomy, they were di- 
vided into classes on this account. The 
twentv brightest stars are said to be of 
the first magnitude. The fifty stare next 
•ightness are of the second magni- 
tude, aad so on, until we reach the stars 
of the sixth magnitude, which include 
the faintest stars visible to the naked 
eye. 



Tbe flreat Gaul. 

The history of France, indeed, of all 
nations, is a record of its great men. 
Apart from the revolution whenever 
France has attracted the attention of 
the world, it was when she was ruled by 
a Charlemagne, a Henri Quatre, a Rich 
elieu. a Louis Quatoree, a Napoleon, or 
a Thiers. Gambetta, in recent years, 
was by all odds the foremost man in his 
country, yet he was not in office, but it 
was understood that whenever the effort 
was to be made to recover Alsace and 
Lorraine, he would be installed into 
power to lead France and her allies 
against tbe hated Germans. But he has 
passed away in the very prime of life, 
and for the moment the French people 
have no great leader whose flag they can 
follow. There is a mystery about the 
death of Gambetta. At any rate the 
affair is surrounded by a mystery which 
is unaccountable in view of the publicity 
which attends even the domestic doings 
of the foromost people of our times. 
The death of Gambetta would seem to 
insure the peace of Europe for this year 
at least. Russia would doubtless like to 
attack Austria and seize Constantinople 
if France were ready to co-operate with 
her, but the French people have shown 
themselves very prudent while Gambetta 
lived, and his death will induce even 
greater caution. There is no one now 
to commence a war, unless, indeed, Aus- 
tria should take the . initiative, backed 
by Germany. But Raiser William is 
now very old, and Bismarck, the man of 
"blood and iron," feels the infirmities 
of age; and neither are likely to begin 
a war, standing as they do on the very 
verge of the grave. Bnt the war must 
come. There seems to be no way of 
settling the Eastern question, and the 
relations of Russia, Germany, and France 
to the rest of Europe, without an appeal 
to the dread arbitrament of the sword. 
It will be a fearful and destructive con- 
flict when it occurs, but its beginning 
may be postponed beyond the limits of 
the present year.— Demorest's Monthly.

What an inconceivable number of suns, 
of Jmany orders of size and brightness, 
belong to the grand universe of space 
in which our sun and his family of worlds 
find place ! For these myriad stars that 
sparkle in the canopy of night are all 
suns like our sun, masses of matter at a 
white heat, but at such an immense dis- 
tance that they look like shining points 
just as our sun would look if he were as 
far away. — Youth's Companion,
